SMITH FLAT PIONEER IS 
LAID AT REST; DIED 
NEARING 100 


A report to the Sacramento Bee 
from Austin, Nevada, says: 


Last rites of the Catholic Church 
were said here Monday for Antonio 
P. Maestretti, 99, pioneer of this 
county who died in a Reno hospi- 
tal Saturday. Death was due to 
pneumonia which followed an op- 
eration. 


Maestretti, who would have been 
100 Christmas Day, was a native of 
Switzerland. At the age of 15 he 
and fourteen boys came to the Cal- 
ifornia gold fields. Maestretti had 
worked in Oakland and Contra Cos- 
ta county, then moved to Placer- 
ville, where he established a stage 
station at Smith Flat, where pony 
express riders stopped to water 
their horses. He later moved to Vir- 
ginia City and then to the once 
thriving camp of Jacobsville, near 
here. 


He was one of the first residents 
of this town when Jacobsville was 
moved here almost intact and cast 
his first vote for Abraham Lincoln, 
admitting he was not a citizen at 
the time. He later took up ranch- 
ing and for thirty years engaged in 
the mercantile business. 


He leaves fifty-seven direct de- 
scendants, his immediate surviving 
relatives including two sons, A. J. 
Maestretti of Reno and W. T. Ma- 
estretti of Austin, and two daugh- 
ters, Mrs. Ida Gandolfo and Mrs. 
Mamie Dalton,
